Only  by  a  hard  fought 
game  and  after  having  a  touchdown 
scored  on  them  for  the  first  time  all 
year,  did  the  Beavers  finally  win 
13-6. 

Leading  ground-gainer  in  the  city 
high  school  league  at  the  close  of  the  season  was  How¬ 
ie  Hamblin.  Bob  Herring,  junior,  ended  in  third  place 
after  a  terrific  year  as  half-back  for  the  Abes  and 
we’re  looking  to  him  for  an  even  greater  showing  next 
football  season.  Selected  for  the  All-city  offensive 
team  were  three  Lincoln  players:  Howie  Hamblin,  half¬ 
back;  Jim  Welch,  tackle;  and  Jerry  Brockey,  guard. 
Brockey  and  Welch  were  also  placed  in  the  defensive 
line-up  with  team  mates  Bob  Herring  and  Bob  Gan- 
zini. 

Because  of  his  inspiring  leadership  qualities,  three- 
year  letterman  Bob  Ganzini  was  awarded  the  Foot¬ 
ball  Inspirational  Trophy  for  1951. 


Reviewing  the  1951  Football  sea¬ 
son,  the  Franklin  game  was  the  all- 
important  one  for  both  teams.  Each 
one  could  have  had  a  crack  at  the 
championship,  but  after  four  tremen¬ 
dous  quarters  and  a  muddy  field  the 
final  score  was  0-0. 

The  Lynx  started  the  season  with 
a  sluggish  8-0  win  over  a  hard-fight¬ 
ing  but  undermanned  Cleveland 
team.  Meeting  Queen  Anne,  who  had 
previously  tied  Garfield,  a  real  feat 
then,  the  Railsplitters  rolled  over 
them  33-7  in  a  game  predicted  to 
be  close.  The  Lynx  could  do  no 
wrong! 

West  Seattle — the  Lynx  could  do  no  right!  As  the 
game  progressed  it  was  apparent  that  an  upset  was  in 
store  for  Lincoln,  when  the  Indians  pushed  back  the 
Lynx  with  a  two-touchdown  splurge  in  the  second 
half  after  Lincoln  scored  once  in  the  first  two  quar¬ 
ters.  Final  score,  13-6  West  Seattle. 

Following  two  years  of  being  knocked  around  by 
Coach  Hull  &  Co.,  the  Railsplitters  boomed  them  with 
revenge!  Lynx  46,  Teddies  6.  Garfield,  the  pre-season 
favorite,  with  only  a  tie  with  Queen  Anne  to  their 
credit,  were  smothered  27-7  in  a  fine  game  by  the 
Lynx.

Starting  the  season  at  West  Seattle  the  Railsplitters 
managed  to  hold  on  to  a  slim  lead  and  edge  out  an 
inspired  Indian  five  to  win  34-33.  From  there  Lincoln 
played  a  very  fine  game  against  highly  favored  Bal¬ 
lard  at  the  Ice  Arena,  only  to  lose  in  the  last  minute 
32-28.  The  rest  of  the  first  round  was  one  heartbreaker 
after  another.  The  Queen  Anne  Grizzlies  knocked  the 
Abes  over  next  by  a  42-33  score.  The  Garfield  game 
was  one  in  which  the  lead  changed  eleven  times  and 
then  after  getting  a  one  point  lead  and  less  than  a 
minute  to  play  Garfield  dropped  in  the  winning  bucket 
and  tire  Lynx  couldn’t  score.  The  final  score  was  38- 


37.  The  Franklin  Quakers  barely 
won  out  over  the  speedy  Red  and 
Black  when  another  last  quarter  ral¬ 
ly  fell  short  to  take  another  thriller 
away  from  the  Abes  by  the  score  of 
45-42.  The  most  dramatic  game  of 
the  whole  season  was  played  against 
the  front  running  Teds  of  Roosevelt. 

After  being  way  behind  in  the  first 
half,  the  Lynx  came  back  with  a 
43-42  lead  at  the  end  of  the  third 
quarter,  only  to  drop  the  last  stanza 
and  lose,  54-52. 

The  Indians  were  easily  taken  by 
Lincoln  in  the  second  round  as  the  Lynx  finally  gained 
their  second  win.  Due  to  three  starters  fouling  out  in 
the  middle  of  the  second  half  the  Beavers  romped 
home  with  a  58-42  victory.  Jumping  back  from  defeat 
the  Lynx  upset  the  Kuays  50-46.  Winning  their  second 
game  in  a  row  the  Abes  bowled  over  Garfield  44-28. 

The  Green  Wave  caught  the  Lynx  again,  this  time  46-

The  1951  edition  of  the  Lincoln  baseball  Lynx 
finished  their  campaign  in  third  place,  after 
being  nosed  out  in  a  playoff  game  with  Garfield 
for  the  second  slot. 

Starting  out  the  year  with  a  five  letterman 
team,  the  Lynx  dropped  the  first  game  to  the 
league  champions-to-be  West  Seattle  Indians. 
The  team  then  settled  down  and  won  six  straight 
games,  the  most  notable  of  which  were  a  16  -  3 
victory  over  the  Queen  Anne  aggregation,  and 
Paul  Farrar’s  nine  inning  no  hitter  against  the 
strong  hitting  Indian  nine.  This  was  probably 
the  best  pitching  effort  turned  in  by  any  hurler 
in  the  league  all  season.
